Continuation of 5. does NOT place the application in condition of allowance because: Claims 1 and 4 fail to provide any structure as 
shown in figures 2 and 3 of the invention in order to produce the center of the intensity distribution of the laser light aligned with the optical 
axis of the objective lens. Kabu '695 does shows in (figure 8: # 96, 75 70, 71 , 95, 94) a deflector, operable to deflect laser light; the 
adjustable deflector supported by the supporting frame where the laser light is aligned with optical receding disk, such that the distance 
between the deflector and laser is adjustable such that an offset between a center of the center of the objective lens is eliminated. It is 
inherently obvious, that the design of the reflector in CD reader or writer intend to align the beam on to the objective lens at it center, so 
that the beam can properly read/write data on the medium. The claims are not patentable distinct from Kabu et al. '695, Hueton et al. '325 
or Shiba et al. '070. and Oliver et al. '103. 
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
